On December 20, in a conversation with AIHA Tom *'urphy, he stated 
that he could obtain some copie^of the reports published in connection with 
the Uye Committee hearings, particularly those dealing with ALGFR HISS 1 
examination of BERNARD EARUCRp These hearings of course are in connection 
with the Nye munitions investigation.
